Developers resurrect plans to build homes on rugby club site 


PROPOSALS to build on Harlow Rugby Club’s 
ground at Ram Gorse have resurfaced, 10 years 
after a housing scheme for the land was reject¬ 
ed by a Government planning inspector. 

A public consultation was held yesterday 
(Wednesday) at which plans for two proposed 
developments - residential housing at Elizabeth 
Way and a new rugby club pavilion, pitches and 
other facilities at Latton Farm in Second Avenue 
- were put on display. 

A similar plan to build 147 homes on the land 
after the rugby club had moved to Latton Farm 
were submitted to Harlow Council back in 2001 
but were rejected. A planning inquiry was held 
in 2003 after which the appeal was dismissed. 

This week’s public exhibition in the Civic 
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Centre gave residents the chance to view the lat¬ 
est plans and quiz representatives of the devel¬ 
opers - Kier Homes - and the rugby club. 

The proposal is for the construction of 130 
homes on the Ram Gorse site, with a third desig¬ 
nated as affordable housing. Entry to the devel¬ 
opment would be from Elizabeth Way. 

However, concerns have already been voiced 
about access to the site and the impact on traffic 
levels. 

A Kier Homes spokesman said: “The crucial 
difference between these proposals and the pre¬ 
vious ones is the rugby club land was not allo¬ 


cated for housing. This was changed in 2006 and 
the land is now allocated for housing. 

“We are proposing for 130 homes to be built 
and are very keen to hear people’s views on the 
plans for the new residential area and the rugby 
club. We will consider all the feedback we 
receive.” 

He added: “We have done a huge amount of 
pre-consultation work with Harlow town plan¬ 
ners. We have really concentrated hard on creat¬ 
ing the right plans for Harlow. 

“We have a scheme that works for Ram Gorse 
and Latton Farm. We have a scheme that pro¬ 
tects the green wedge and in terms of housing

fits in well with the rest of 
the town. 

“I would urge Harlow 
residents to come and have a 
look at the proposed plans 
and submit their views 
about them.” 

Harlow Rugby Club 
chairman Alan Brooking 
said: “The plans pretty much 
meet all our requirements. It 
would have a huge impact 
on the club as we cannot do 
a lot at the moment with 
what we have. 

“The clubhouse was 
originally built for a men’s 
team. We now have men, 
women and young adults - 
800 members if you include 
parents at the club - and 
with the proposed plans we 
can have a multi-functional 
base that will be able to 
cater for everyone.” 

Mr Brooking added: “We 
are a community amateur 
club and that is the key. We 
want to support rugby in 
schools, which is something 
we do now, right up to the 
England under 21s team. It’s 
about rugby development 
and the new clubhouse 
would allow us to do that. 

“Of course we will be 
extremely sad if and when 
we have to leave [Ram 
Gorse] but it is not enough to 
meet our needs.” 

Kier Homes will consider 
all responses received by 
residents, groups and 
organisations before 
submitting two separate 
planning applications for 
the Ram Gorse and Latton 
Farm sites. 

Councillor Phil Waite, 
Harlow Council’s cabinet 
portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “At this 
stage this is apre- 
application consultation by 
the developers to allow 
residents and organisations 
to put forward their views to 
the club and the developers. 

“While we welcome any 
proposals which will 
improve local sporting 
facilities and provide much- 
need housing, the proposals 
will have to be determined 
and considered through the 
council’s planning 
procedures.” 


Wedding ring upset 
for grieving widow 
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THE widow of Harlow gym owner 
Elvis Meade, who died last month, 
has been left devastated after her 
late husband’s wedding ring was 
lost in a supermarket self-service 
checkout machine. 

Michelle Meade, 38, accidentally 
inserted both her husband’s ring 
and her own into the machine at 
Sainsbury’s in Fifth Avenue. 

After discovering her mistake 
Mrs Meade, whose ring was 
immediately dispensed back to 
her, reported what she had done 
to a member of staff. She said 
she was told the machine would 
not be reopened until an engi¬ 
neer was called. 

“I explained to everyone that Elvis 
was really sick in hospital and the 
ring had been cut off his finger so it 
would not be a whole ring,” she 
said. “I was really upset but went 
home because there was nothing 
else that could be done.” 

When she returned to the store 
the following day the checkout was 
back in use. 

Mrs Meade, who lives in Nazeing, 
said: “I was really angry and really

upset. I was so emotional and the 
situation did become heated. 

“The deputy store manager came 
and spoke to me but when I asked if 
he could put the till out of service in 
case it dispensed the ring to a cus¬ 
tomer he said he wasn’t prepared to 
do it. It was heartless. 

“It was really upsetting, I just felt 
like the store did not care.” 

A Sainsbury’s sokeswoman said: 
“We appreciate Mrs Meade’s dis¬ 


tress at losing something of such 
importance to her. 

“Unfortunately, despite the best 
efforts of our colleagues who 
checked the till’s internal and 
external drawers three times and a 
specialist engineer who stripped 
the till completely, nothing was 
found. 

“We extend our sympathy to Mrs 
Meade and very much hope she 
succeeds in finding the ring.” 


Animal charity offers free neutering to tackle cats crisis 



THE Stort Valley branch of 
animal welfare charity the 
RSPCA, which covers 
Harlow, is launching a free 
spaying scheme in a bid to 
reduce the huge number of 
stray and unwanted 
pregnant cats. 

The charity says last 
year was one of the worst 
on record and descibed 
the situation as at “crisis 
point”, with a big increase 
in the number of cats 
abandoned in the area and 
demand for foster places 
rocketing. 

The RSPCA recommends 
that cats should be 
neutered at four months of 
age before they start 


puberty to prevent 
unplanned pregnancies. 

After spaying, cats will 
be less likely to wander, 
stray or call and the 
chance of contracting 
some infectious cat 
diseases will be reduced. 

To qualify for this 
scheme, owners must live 
within the branch’s 
catchment area from 
Saffron Walden to 
Broxbourne including 
Harlow, Bishop’s Stortford 
and the surrounding 
villages.

Northern bypass will not solve 
town’s problems of congestion 

SIR, I recently attended the AGM of the 
Church Langley Residents’ Association 
during which there was a presentation 
about the proposed new junction 7A for 
the Mil. Those present were unanimously 
in favour of it. 

There is congestion in Harlow already 
because the existing junction 7 is at 
capacity. When there are hold-ups on the 
Mil and the M25, traffic backs up along 
the A414 preventing residents from leaving 
Church Langley. 

Such congestion occurs on a too frequent 
basis and causes considerable delay and 
disruption to their lives. 

Gilden Way is already a busy road but 
along with a new motorway junction, 

Essex County Council propose 14 other 
road improvements in Harlow to help the 
traffic flow and move the traffic faster. 
From my conversations, not everyone in 
Old Harlow is opposed to junction 7A as 
they can see the benefits for themselves 
and the town. 

A northern bypass is not the answer as it 
will not draw traffic out of Harlow. People 
will not drive that far north to join the 
motorway when they can do it from within 
the town, even if they have to wait. 

Yes, Harlow Council did approve a motion 
favouring the northern route in February 
last year but as John Maynard Keynes once 
said: ‘When the facts change, I change my 
mind. What do you do, sir? v ’

Using Gilden Way to access Ml 1 
junction 7a would be disastrous 

SIR, Robert Halfon appears to be reversing 
away from his proposed new Mil junction 
7A at all costs as he realises the strength of 
local opposition which includes his own 
Conservative councillors. 

Using Gilden Way as the main access 
route to a new Mil junction would be 
disastrous not only for Old Harlow, 
Churchgate Street and Newhall,but for 
much of the eastern side of the town. 
Statistics presented by Essex County 
Council at Harlow Civic Society’s AGM 
suggested that such an option would divert 
7,000 vehicles per day from the existing 
junction 7 to the proposed junction 7A. 
Gilden Way and First Avenue simply could 
not cope with such an increase in traffic, 
even with the improvements put forward. 
The lack of a northern bypass would 
make the quickest route for lorries from 
Pinnacles to the Mil through the centre of 
the town via Fourth Avenue, First Avenue, 
and Gilden Way. It also risks drawing 
extra traffic to and from Sawbridgeworth 
and Thorley. 

Labour candidates standing in the 
council elections in May have pledged to 
fight against this ridiculous and dangerous 
scheme and hope that Mr Halfon will not 
give support to a scheme that uses Gilden 
Way as the main link to junction 7A.

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Thugs sentenced for ‘violent’ town centre fight 


TWO thugs who were involved in a run¬ 
ning battle in Harlow town centre in 
the middle of the afternoon have been 
given custodial sentences. 

Callum Goodger, 18, of Longbanks, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty to affray and 
robbery at a previous hearing. He was 
given a two-year detention and train¬ 
ing order. 

Tony Nguyen, 21, of Occasio House, 
Harlow, admitted having a metal pole 
as an offensive weapon and threaten¬ 
ing behaviour. He was jailed for 18 
months. 

Outling details of the incident, prose¬ 


cutor Sasha Bailey told Chelmsford 
Crown Court: “There was a large melee 
between two groups of people in 
Harlow and police viewed CCTV in the 
area. 

“One witness said she saw a black 
male run past her near The Playhouse 
theatre being followed by a second 
male who was Goodger. Others were 
chasing the black male before he was 
punched and kicked to the floor. 

“A second witness near Occasio House 
saw a black male punched and kicked 
but he threw a stool at his attackers.” 

Miss Bailey added: “It was in the after¬ 


noon in broad daylight when members 
of the public were going about their 
lives.” 

Passing sentence, judge Anthony 
Goldstaub said: “In the centre of Harlow 
town centre in the early to mid-after¬ 
noon when people are entitled to be 
walking about a civilised town, vio¬ 
lence erupted around them.” 

In relation to the robbery charge, 
Goodger pleaded guilty to robbery in 
relation to a mobile phone but in a spe¬ 
cial hearing before sentencing the 
judge also found he had also stolen a 
wrench, keys and cigarettese. 


After-school club is 
saved from closure

AN after-school club has been saved 
from closure after Burnt Mill Aca¬ 
demy stepped in to offer them a home 
free of charge. 

Chillout Kids Club, which was set up 
12 years ago by Tracey Watkins, pro¬ 
vides childcare services until 6pm each 
weekday. 

When the club’s previous arrange¬ 
ment came to an end in October, the 
search began to find a new venue for 
the group which caters for 4-14 year- 
olds. 

An appeal by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon for schools in the town to con¬ 
sider offering the club an alternative 
venue drew a positive response the 
First Avenue academy. 

The club has now relaunched and is 
able to use the academy’s extensive 
facilities like the common room, IT 
suite, main hall, playground and kitch¬ 
en. 

It is also hoping to hold holiday club’s 
offering swimming session in the 
school pool. 

Ms Watkins said: “We are the longest 
standing after-school club in Harlow 
and we were all - staff, children and 
parents - devastated when we thought 
we would have to close. 

“Burnt Mill Academy headteacher 


Helena Mills has been kind enough to 
hear our plea and give us a new home to 
continue providing a service to the 
community. 

“Burnt Mill has been really kind and 
sympathetic. They are fantastic, really 
community-minded. By waiving the 
fees, we are going to be able to do so 
much. We are eternally grateful.” 

Jackie Keegan, finance manager at 


Burnt Mill, said: “We have offered 
Chillout Kids Club the use of our facili¬ 
ties free of charge to allow them to pass 
these savings down to the parents of 
the children they take care of. 

“This provides the children with an 
ideal opportunity to get a feel for a large 
secondary school. Lots of our students 
stay after school for study and enrich¬ 
ment clubs, so it is great these young

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HARLOW Council is set to receive 
almost three-quarters of a mil¬ 
lion pounds from the Govern¬ 
ment under the New Homes 
Bonus payments scheme. 

Housing minister Kris Hopkins 
MP confirmed on Monday the 
authority will be given £704,000 
as part of a £900m payout to 
more than 350 councils in 
England. 

Essex County Council will 
receive £4,738,181 under the

“We will continue to pay the 
bonus in the future to ensure that 
places that have built houses are 
properly rewarded for doing so.” 

Recent figures released by the 
National House Building Council 
show a 28 per cent increase in 
housing supply in 2013 compared 
to the previous year and house¬ 
building is at its highest level 
since 2007.

Halfon wins PM’s support 
over energy bills ‘rip-off’ 


TV gardener unveils hospice memory tree 


A MEMORY tree for people 
to pay tribute to their loved 
ones has been unveiled at St 
Clare Hospice by celebrity 
gardener Christine Walkden. 

The olive tree has a hand- 
carved trunk and is 
surrounded by dozens of 
gold, silver and bronze 
leaves on to which 
inscriptions can be 
engraved.

A MOTION by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon accusing energy companies 
of “ripping off” consumers gained 
further support when it was debat¬ 
ed in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday. 

Nearly 200 MPs signed the motion 
calling for an inquiry by regulator 
Ofgem into charges to customers 
who do not pay their bills by direct 
debit. 

Energy companies claim the 
charges reflect the higher costs of 
processing payments but Mr Halfon 
said they amounted to a tax on some 
of the poorest in society. 

He took up the fight after reading a 
letter from Harlow councillor Guy 
Mitchinson in the Star which high¬ 
lighted the extra costs. 

During the debate in the House of 
Commons Mr Halfon said: “That 
177 MPs signed my backbench 
motion - the most signed ever - 
shows it is an issue that unites the 
House. 

“A Harlow resident was told she 
would be charged £63 extra a year 
for not paying by direct debit for 
energy bills. Seventeen energy com¬ 
panies I investigated charge their 
customers different amounts 
depending on how they pay - up to 
£390 more per annum. ” 

Mr Halfon won all-party support 
for his motion. Labour MP Albert 
Owen said he supported a cap on 
charges levied by energy companies

on those who dont pay by direct 
debit. 

He said: “This motion is about 
Ofgem doing its job and standing up 
for the consumer.” 

Conservative MP Alok Sharma 
said Ofgem should define more 
carefully what “proportional” char¬ 
ges are, while Labour MP Kate Hoey 
said: “If someone has a bill, they 
should not be charged any extra for 
paying in cash.” 

After the debate Mr Halfon said: “I 
was delighted that the debate went 
so well. 

“Ofgem has now written to me say¬ 
ing that they will look into these 
charges. These are positive moves 
and I will continue to fight against 
these excessive charges in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

“Next week I will be introducing a 
law trying to stop them.” 

Energy minister Greg Barker has 
confirmed that Ofgem will look into 
the charges that energy companies 
impose on customers., 

Mr Halfon’s campaign has already 
made an impact on the Prime 
Minister. Last week David Cameron 
ordered officials to investigate 
whether those paying by cash or 
cheque were subsidising those who 
pay by direct debit.

Back in Rome in AD 270, Emperor Claudius had 
decided that married men made poor soldiers 
and had banned marriage from his empire. 

Bishop Valentine would secretly marry young 
men that came to him. When Claudius found 
out, he first tried to convert Valentine to 


paganism, but Valentine reversed the strategy, 
trying instead to convert Claudius. When he 
failed, he was stoned and beheaded. 

During the days that Valentine was 
imprisoned, he fell in love with the blind 
daughter of his jailer. 

His love for her, and his great faith, managed to 
miraculously heal her from her blindness before 
his death. 

Before he was taken to his death, he signed a 
farewell message to her, “From your Valentine”. 


The phrase has been used on his day ever 
since and eventually a mid-February holiday in 
commemoration of St Valentine was used by 
Roman men to seek the affection of women. 

It became a tradition for the men to give the 
ones they admired handwritten messages of 
affection, containing Valentine’s name.

Jerome Masterson Di| 
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New head sets 
out his plan for 
positive growth 


A NEW headteacher has been appointed for a BIANCA CASTRO 
Harlow primary school four months after it 
was given academy status. 

Former deputy head Marios Solomonides, 
pictured below, has taken over at Freshwaters 
Academy in School Lane in an acting capacity. 

The school became an academy on September 
1 last year when it changed its name from 
Broadfields Primary School and Nursery. 

This week Mr Solomonides told the Star: “It’s 
all about everybody working together to be the 
best we can be. It’s about creating a mindset in 
all of us which is about positive growth. 

“When a child says they can’t do something 
we are raising their aspirations and encour¬ 
aging them to believe they will be able to 
achieve it sometime soon. 

“I have told staff that if they believe they 
can do something better or more effec¬ 
tively to just do it. I don’t believe a head¬ 
teacher needs to approve every little detail 
in a school, I do not need to be a part of 
every decision. 

“Where appropriate our 
children should be making 
as many of the decisions as 
possible. Everyone is a part 
of the process rather than 
being told what to do as we 
are stronger together. 

“We all have our own 
strengths and this way our 
pupils will get to benefit from 
them. As a result, everyone is 
feeling more empowered.”

Freshwaters is working with Burnt Mill 
Academy’s student senior leadership team to 
develop the school council with the aim of giv¬ 
ing more responsibility to pupils. 

“Children come to us at a low baseline,” said 
Mr Solomonide. “Some make amazing progress 
but too many do not achieve the expected levels 
by the time they leave. That is unforgivable. 

“We are now focusing far more on early inter¬ 
vention. It is no good stepping in when a pupil 
is in Year 6 to give extra help, particularly 
where numeracy and literacy are con¬ 
cerned. We are now putting interven¬ 
tion steps in place for our very young¬ 
est children. If you close those gaps 
when they are not too big they will 
disappear altogether.” 

The school will also be holding an 
anti-bullying event as well as a cam¬ 
paign to stop children running in the 
corridors and an initiative to teach 
children about the value of work 
and money by inviting them 
to apply for small jobs in the 
school. 

“There are lots of exam¬ 
ples of best practise in this 
school,” said Mr Solomon¬ 
ides. “My plan is simply 
to bring them all 
together to raise 
attainment.”

Making an offer to pay non-priority debts 


MAKING pro-rata or token offers 
on non-priority debts is a good 
solution to some debt problems. 

You should make offers on 
debts like bank loans, 
overdrafts, credit cards, 
personal loans and mail order 
but not on hire purchase or any 
debt that is secured (usually on 
property) as these are priority 
debts. 

The non-payment of priority 
debts such as mortgage, rent, 
fuel bills and council tax can 
have serious consequences. You 
need to make separate 
arrangements to pay the arrears 
on priority debts and include 
these amounts as essential 
expenses in a financial 
statement. 

Start by preparing a financial 
statement showing all your 
income and essential 
expenditure in monthly amounts. 
Essential expenses include 
housing costs, gas and 
electricity, council tax, water 
rates, insurances, transport 
costs such as bus or train fares 
or the cost of buying and 
running a car, clothing, 
telephone or mobile phone, food, 
cleaning materials, toiletries, 
children’s pocket money and 
some that you can save for 
Christmas and birthday gifts.

can use for paying your debts. If 
there is no disposable income, 
you will need to seek specialist 
help. 

Now list all your non-priority 
debts and add them up.

Total monthly expenditure £950

Mail Order £500 
Total Debt £3,500 


Divide up your disposable 
income in proportion to what is 
owed for each debt so that the 
biggest debt will get the largest 
offer and the smallest debt the 
least. 

Use a calculator to divide the 
disposable income by the total 
debt and write down the answer. 
Then multiply each debt amount 
by the figure written down. This 
gives the amount you can offer 
for that debt. Do this for each 
debt. 

To check, add up all the offers 
and the total should be the same 
as your disposable income 
figure.

Lasting legacy of Sir Frederick Gibberd 



T HIS year marks the 30th 

anniversary of the death of Harlow 
masterplanner Sir Frederick Gibberd. 

The design of the new town in the 
years after the Second World War is 
widely regarded as the greatest 
achievement of the architect, town 
planner and landscape designer who 
died on January 9, 1984. 

Sir Frederick was one of Britain’s 
most respected architect planners of 
the 20th century and his work has 
influenced generations of post-war 
designers. 

During his career he was responsible 
for the design of scores of buildings 
including the terminal buildings at 
Heathrow Airport and the Central 
Mosque in Regents Park. 

But is it is for his work on Harlow that 
he is best known. 

Sir Frederick, who was born 
in Coventry in January 
1908, was appointed 
masterplanner for the 
New Town in 1946.1 
spent the rest of his 
life in the town he 
designed, 

purchasing a home 
on the outskirts at 
Marsh Lane in 
1955. 

He also designed 
the gardens of the 
house, which feature an 
impressive collection of 
sculptures and 
which are now 
open to the 
public.

development of the new town 
incorporated the small market town of 
Harlow (now known as Old Harlow) as 
well as the villages of Great Parndon, 
Latton, Tye Green, Potter Street, 
Churchgate Street, Little Parndon and 
Netteswell. 

Sir Frederick invited many of the 
country’s leading architects to design 
buildings in the town, including Philip 
Powell and William Crabtree. 

Among his most notable works in the 
town are The Lawn, Britain’s first 
modern-style tower block which was 
opened in 1951 and is now a Grade II 
listed building. 

The town also has him to 
thank for its extensive 
collection of public 
works of art - 
including pieces by 
Henry Moore, 
Augsute Rodin and 
Barbara Hepworth - 
which has earned it 
official recognition 
as a “sculpture 
town”. 

In an interview 
' for the BBC back 
in 1982, Sir 
Frederick spoke of 
his desire to create a 
“balanced town” 
allowing people from 
all backgrounds to live 
in an intergrated 
community.

THE DEVIL AT MIDNIGHT 

Moot House Players 
Moot House 

WITH the prosecution of celebrities for historic 
acts of child abuse in the news, the subject 
matter of The Devil at Midnight couldn’t have 
been more topical. 

But the play, written by screenwriter Brian 
Clemens and presented by Moot House Players, 
challenged expectations and raised questions 
about the different forms abuse can take. 

Bridget McAlpine gave an assured 
performance as therapist Liz Burns. The fault 
lines in Liz’s marriage to bumbling yet ambitious 
Jack crack wide open when the suspicion of 
child abuse takes hold. Jack appears to be fond 
of his wife, but his sexist remarks and behaviour 
make him a man for whom the word 
‘inappropriate’ might have been coined. 

Michael Rees captured the ambiguity of his 
character and kept the audience guessing 
whether he was just misguided and lacking in 
self-awareness, or a dangerous paedophile. 

Kelly Rowland delivered a performance of 
painful intensity as the vengeful client, Nicki 
White. Blazing with anger, she forced Jack to 
see that when she and her brother were 
snatched by social workers from an innocent 
father their lives were shattered. 

Her brother Billy, wearing a hoodie and 
clutching a cleaver, was played by Matt Hunt 
with pale menace. Despite having only one line 
of dialogue, he conveyed both the young man’s 
threatening aura of violence and his inner pain; 
impossible to dismiss him as just another feral 
youth when there is insight into the reasons for 
his stunted life. 

Dan Powell did an excellent job of directing this 
fast-paced four-hander, allowing moments of 
humour to break through the darkness like the 
flashes of light from the lighthouse that Nicki 
remembered from her broken childhood. 

The Devil at Midnight encourages us to look 
with compassion beyond outward appearances - 
whether they involve hoodies or business suits - 
and ask who the real monsters are.

The one-woman show was peppered with 
personal thoughts and musings as well as 
anecdotes and songs that were wonderfully 
written and beautifully performed.

NOMINATED for six Academy Awards 
including best picture, Dallas Buyers Club is a 
profoundly moving biopic of a hard-drinking 
Texan electrician Ron Woodroof who refused 
to accept that his HIV-positive diagnosis in 
the mid 1980s was a death sentence. 

Instead he smuggled a cocktail of 
unapproved drugs into America in direct 
defiance of his physician, who believed clinical 
trials were the only way to combat the virus. 

Woodroof established a club to sell 
medications to other HIV-positive patients 
but his actions drew the attention of both the 
police and the Food and Drug Administration 
which at that time took between eight and 12 
years to approve a new drug. 

But Woodroof didn't have time on his side 
- doctors expected him to be dead within a 
month - so he bent the rules to stay alive and 


his inspirational crusade became a beacon of 
hope. 

Jean-Marc Vallee's well crafted picture 
opens at a rodeo ring where Woodroof 
(Matthew McConaughey) is engaged in 
unprotected sex with two women in the bull 
stall. 

A few days later at work he has an accident 
at work and regains consciousness at Dallas 
Mercy Hospital where Dr Nathan Sevard 
(Denis O'Hare) and colleague Dr Eve Saks 
(Jennifer Garner) deliver the hammer blow - 
blood tests have confirmed he is HIV-positive 
and has about 30 days to live. 

Very quickly he accepts the diagnosis 
and travels to Mexico to source non FDA- 
approved AZT from Dr Vass (Griffin Dunne). 
However, the medic warns Woodroof that 
AZT is lethal and instead prescribes other 
drugs and vitamins. 

This cocktail keeps him alive and he goes 
into business with an HIV-positive transvestite 
called Rayon (Jared Leto) to peddle the same 


pills to gay men living with the virus. 

Dallas Buyers Club doesn't sugar-coat 
a bitter pill. Woodroof isn't portrayed as 
a flawless, morally robust hero but his 
friendship with Rayon opens his eyes to the 
lasting good he can achieve through his 
business. 

McConaughey is mesmerising, shedding 
40 pounds to portray the emaciated sandy- 
haired hustler who dared to live only when 
he had a death sentence hanging over his 
cowboy hat. 

Leto is equally compelling, concealing his 
character's pain behind the armour of fake 
eyelashes, earrings and painted nails. 

Screenwriters Craig Borten and Melisa 
Wallack exercise some artistic licence but it 
does not detract from the emotional wallop 
of the film or from the daring of Woodroof's 
enterprise.

Captaincy can inspire 
Rehman to greatness

TAKING on the captain¬ 
cy appears to affect the 
form of cricketers more 
than any other sport - 
just look at England 
skipper Alastair Cook’s 
form in the disastrous 
Ashes tour this winter. 

But new Harlow cap¬ 
tain Rehman Ahmed is 
confident his crucial 
runs with the bat will not 
dry up now he has been 
given the role of replac¬ 
ing Luke Heskett and 
keeping the Marigolds 
men in Shepherd Neame 
Essex League division 
one this year. 

A series of outstanding 
performances from 
24-year-old Rehman and 
experienced all-rounder 
Ahmed Khawaja in the 
tail end of last season 
proved the difference 
between survival and 
relegation in 2013, and 
the Harlow-born bats¬ 
man is adamant the bur¬ 
den of captaincy will not 
impact on his ability to 
notch the top scores 
Harlow will need from 
him if they are to flourish 
this term. 

Rehman said: “I have 
always scored runs. I 
lead from the front. I set 
an example for the rest of 
the boys. I feel as if I can 
score more runs.” 

Having lost the cap¬ 
taincy, some might fear 
the relationship between 
Heskett and Rehman 
could be awkward, but 



the new skipper stressed 
a strong relationship 
exists there, as the pair 
have played cricket 
together for many years. 

“We have always kept it 
civil. We have always 
maintained our friend¬ 
ship,” he said. 

“I have known him 
since we were in the sixth 
form at the Boys High 
[Bishop’s Stortford High 
School].” 

The loss of former Essex 
bowler Andy McGarry is 
a blow, and Rehman 
agrees that Harlow are 
slightly weak in the 
bowling department, 
which is why the team 


will be working on 
improving their fielding 
in order to take more 
wickets in 2014. 

“The bowling is not as 
strong as other teams in 
the league. There is a lot 
of catching to do. All the 
boys will have to per¬ 
form.” 

Meanwhile, the 
Shepherd Neame Essex 
League has introduced 
some rule changes for 
next season. 

There will be five 
50-over games at the 
start of the season, then 
nine time-restricted 
matches, before the year 
ends with four more 


50-over games. 

“We will also be start¬ 
ing games a little earlier,” 
explained Rehman. 

League chiefs have also 
decided to do away with 
the orange balls next 
season. “Players were 
struggling to pick up the 
orange balls,” Rehman 
explained. Conor 
Ramsay is colour blind so 
he really struggled to 
pick up the ball.”

Abdul was 
a magician 

HARLOW have completed the 
signing of Imran Qadir, but few 
cricket fans will not know the 
name of his father, Pakistan’s 
leg-spin legend Abdul Qadir, 
writes DAVID RIMMER. 

With 236 Test wickets, Abdul 
is fifth on the all-time list of 
great Pakistan bowlers. 

Leg-spin, with its wrist 
contortion, is a difficult art to 
master but Abdul was a 
magician. 

He teased and taunted leaden¬ 
footed England batsmen in Test 
series in the 1980s. 

Mike Gatting and David Gower 
had some success but English 
batsmen largely found it 
difficult to read Oadir’s wiles, 
although England somehow 
beat Pakistan 2-1 in 1982. 

Would the ball turn away from 
them, or would it hurry on 
straight, or would it turn back 
into their pads? 

Tentative batsmen would enter 
the arena and depart shame¬ 
faced. 

Through all this, Oadir played 
the poker player, apart from 
some histrionic appealing. He 
was the world’s leading leg 
spinner of the 1980’s before the 
all-conquering Shane Warne 
made himself the leader of the 
wrist spin pantheon. 

This also includes the 
distinguished Aussies Bill O’Reilly 
and Richie Benaud. 

Hopefully Imran Oadir can 
impose his own magic on Harlow 
this summer.

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New skipper’s a Reh 
of light at Marigolds

REVOLUTION is in the air as new 
Harlow Cricket Club captain 
Rehman Ahmed looks to turn 
around the fortunes of the first 
team. 

Rehman (24) has replaced Luke 
Heskett as skipper of the first 
team at the Old Harlow-based 
club which celebrates its 240th 
anniversary this year. 

The side only narrowly avoided 
relegation from Shepherd Neame 
Essex League division one last 
season. 

The signing of former Pakistan 
U-19 batsman Imran Qadir is a 
huge coup for Rehman. 

Qadir is the son of legendary 
Pakistan leg spinner Abdul Qadir. 

Abdul is in fifth place in the all- 
time list of Test wicket takers for 
Pakistan, just behind accom¬ 
plished names such as Wasim 
Akram, Waqar Younis and Imran 
Khan. 

He took 236 wickets in 67 Tests 


between 1977 and 1990. 

His son Imran will be travelling 
down from his Birmingham 
home for Harlow matches. 

Rehman, pictured, has promot¬ 
ed Harlow second team captain 
Jon Perry (23), and he will serve as 
his vice-captain this year, joining 
some of the talented second team 
players who were promoted to 
Second XI division one last year 
in the new-look first team. 

These include young wicket¬ 
keeper batsman Nino Calvino 
and all-rounder Anthony Webb. 

The only departure has seen for¬ 
mer Essex bowler Andy McGarry 
join neighbours Sawbridgeworth. 

Perry is someone who can help 
transform the first team. “He 
turned the twos into a very suc¬ 
cessful unit,” Rehman said. 

The addition of Qadir, combined 
with the news that key batsman 
and left arm spinner Ahmed 
Khawaja will remain at Marigolds, 
is great news for former Mark Hall 
School student Rehman, born 
and brought up in the town. He 



has been with Harlow Cricket 
Club since he was eight-years-old. 

Khawaja was banned from 
bowling by the Essex League last 
season because of a suspect 
action, but the ECB have given 
him the OK to bowl next season. 

“He is pivotal. He has been good 
for the last two or three seasons,” 
said Rehman. 


Rehman believes Tom Ryder, a 
left-arm spinner, will also have a 
key role. But he will not be avail¬ 
able for every game. 

The new skipper says young 
players such as bowler Luke 
Monger will thrive in the new set¬ 
up. 

Monger has spent the winter 
playing just below Grade A cricket 
in Perth, Western Australia. 

“As an opening bowler he has 
been absolutely fantastic,” 
beamed Rehman. “He is also 
handy with the bat.” 

Eighteen-year-old right-arm off 
spinner Lloyd Sykes is also a play¬ 
er who is giving Rehman plenty of 
reasons for optimism. 

Conor Ramsay will miss some 
games while he studies for a 
degree at Warwickshire 
University. 

Moving up to captain the sec¬ 
onds in place of Perry is Danny 
Stone, an experienced left-arm 
seamer who has taken 800 wick¬ 
ets for the club over the last 20 
years. 


Harlow swoop to sign son of Pakistan legend 


IMRAN Qadir is set to make 
a big impact at Harlow 
Cricket Club but his name 
will certainly be well known 
among cricket aficionados. 

Imran’s father, world 
famous leg spinner Abdul 
Qadir, is fifth in the all-time 
Test wicket-taking list for 
Pakistan. 

He played in 67 Tests and 
took 236 wickets. 

Imran, 31, was good 
enough to have played for 
the Pakistan U-19 side, but 
did not make the step up to 
the senior team. 

He emigrated to England, 
and lives in Birmingham. 

Harlow skipper Rehman 
Ahmed is delighted that 
Imran has agreed to join 
the Shepherd Neame Essex 
League club. 

Imran is friends with 
influential Marigolds all- 
rounder Ahmed Khawaja, 
and it is through this 
association that Harlow 
have been able to pull off 
this coup. 

Rehman said: “He 
coaches on a Friday and 
has been playing cricket on

“He hit 100 in a game 


when we played against 
[Ilford]. Hopefully he will 
solidify the middle along 
with me.” 

He added: “He will be 


doing the match warm-up 
and he can take the 
younger players and tell 
them if they play a wrong 
shot. 


“The problem we have 
had is [foreign] players not 
speaking good English, but 
he speaks very good 
English.” 

Imran has been playing 
cricket in division two of 
the Birmingham League 
with Fordhouses CC. 

This might not seem too 
high a level but the 
Birmingham League is one 
of the strongest in the 
country. 

Imran played for the 
Wolverhampton-based club 
in 2012. 

Unlike his father, Imran is 
a batsman and scored more 
than 500 runs at an average 
of more than 30. 

A Fordhouses CC 
spokesman said Harlow 
have pulled off a coup by 
signing Imran. “He scored 
the most runs for us in that 
year. He could attack or 
defend and would bat to 
suit the game,” he said. 

Imran will bring quality 
with the bat and although 
he hardly bowled for 
Fordhouses, he could well 
do so for Harlow.
